LARD 


Production . — ^'v/orld  outturn  of  lard  in  the  major  producing  countries  is  esti- 
mated at  an  alltime  high  of  Q~»k  billion  pounds  for  1959.    This  is  an  increase 
of  9  percent  over  the  previous  record  established  in  I958. 

Approximately  three-fifths  of  this  increase  vas  in  the  lAiited  States,  where 
production  recovered  from  a  drop  during  the  previous  year.    Lard  production 
data  has  been  revised  this  year  to  report  production  of  rendered  lard  only. 
Previously,  data  for  most  countries  included  unrendered  pork  fat  in  terms  of 
lard. 

Western  European  production  continued  an  upward  trend  in  1959^  exceeding  the 
record  level  of  the  year  before.    Output  in  the  Soviet  Union  was  up  by  100 
million  pounds .    Available  information  indicates  that  Communist  China 
produced  over  a  billion  pounds  for  the  first  time. 

World  Trade. — Lard  shipments  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  totaled 
866  million  pounds  in  1959^       31  percent  from  the  previous  year.    All  of  the 
increase  \7b.s  due  to  larger  shipments  from  the  United  States,  as  total  exports 
from  other  countries  were  slightly  below  I958. 


Although  the  Uhited  States  accounted  for  about  70  percent  of  all  international 
shipments  in  1959,  this  represents  a  decline  of  approximately  8  percent  from 
the  I95I-55  period  in  the  proportion  supplied  by  the  Iftiited  States.  The 
Netherlands,  second-ranking  world  lard  supplier,  increased  its  exports  during 
the  last  3  years  (1957-59)  by  67  percent  over  the  I95I-55  average.  Exports 
from  France  rose  sharply  from  ih  million  pounds  during  I95I-55  to  78  million 
pounds  in  1959.    These  gains  were  partially  offset  by  declines  in  shipments 
from  Argentina  and  Denmark.

United  States  Lard  Trade. -^Lard  exports  from  the  Ifcited  States  during  1959 
reached  a  high  level  after  a  sharp  decline  in  I958,  and  exceeded  600  million 
pounds  for  the  first  time  since  I956.  ^^^^^j-^u. 

The  lAiited  Kingdom  and  Cuba  took  8I  percent  of  the  total  U.S.  exports 
whereas  during  1951-55  and  I956,  thefe  countries  received  only  about  half  of 
total  U.S.  shipments.    Sales  of  U.S.  lard  to  other  countries  havB  declined 
lt2^^  r  recent  years.    Some  countries,  such  as  Yugoslavia,  Austria,  and 
Ife^^co,  have  required  less  imported  lard  because  of  increases  in  domestic

Lard  Trade  Outside  the  Ihited  States. — Shipments  from  the  Netherlands,  the 
second  largest  e:cporter,  were  mostly  to  Peru  and  Japan  in  1959,  -^-rfiile  sales  to 
the  United  Kingdom  showed  a  decline  from  the  previous  year.  France's 
principal  laxd  market  since  I957  has  been  the  United  Kingdom.    For  the  past  2 
years,  most  of  Argentina's  lard  trade  has  been  with  Chile,  while  exports  to 
Peru  have  declined.    Danish  and  Belgian  shipments  have  been  largely  to  the 
United  Kingdom.

Lard  imports  into  the  Iftiited  Kingdom  during  I959  were  the  heaviest  since  World 
War  II,  vith  the  liiited  States  supplying  75  percent  of  the  total  receipts. 
Cuba,  the  second  largest  importer,  purchased  a  record  quantity  of  lard  in 
1959 — all  from  the  l&iited  States.    A  larger  proportion  of  VJqst  German  imports 
were  from  the  IMited  States  last  year,  while  trade  with  the  Netherlands 
declined. 

Outlook.— World  production  of  lard  in  i960  is  likely  to  be  near  the  1959 
level.    Output  in  the  Uhited  States  is  now  expected  to  be  about  5  percent 
lower.    Output  in  V/estem  Europe  and  the  Sino-Soviet  Bloc  will  probably 
continue  to  rise  in  I960.

Uorld  lard  e:cports  in  I960  may  not  reach  the  high  level  of  1959^  even  though 
U.S.  exports  in  the  first  quarter  were  2^  percent  above  the  same  period  a 
year  earlier.    Reduced  supplies  and  ejcpected  higher  prices  \n.ll  probably 
reduce  U.S.  exports  sharply  in  the  second  laalf  of  the  year. 

The  increase  in  U.S.  exports  during  Jaauary-I'fej:"ch  was  mainly  to  the  liiited 
Kingdom,  "vriaich  accounted  for  58  percent  of  the  total.    Shipments  to  the 
other  major  export  market,  Cuba,  declined  from  the  high  level  of  a  year  ago 
as  a  result  of  a  dolZLajf  shortage.    The  Cuban  Government's  active  promotion 
of  vegetable  oil  production  may  have  an  adverse  affect  on  future  lard 
imports .

Canadian  production  also  rose  in  1959,  but  Argentine  output  fell  sharply  for 
the  second  consecutive  year  as  a  result  of  reduced  cattle  slaughter.  Tallow 
and  grease  production  in  Western  Europe,  the  U.S.S.R.,  and  Australia, 
continued  the  steady  gains  of  recent  years. 

World  Trade. — World  trade  in  tallow  and  greases  in  1959  totaled  20  billion 
pounds,  up  25  percent  from  1958.    Not  only  are  these  fats  among  the  cheapest 
entering  the  world  market,  but  supplies  of  competitive  fats  and  oils — mainly 
copra — ^were  tight  and  prices  were  relatively  higher  than  tallow.    This  led 
major  foreign  markets  to  make  considerable  substitution  of  tallow  in  various 
end  uses. 

Ifciited  States  T^ade. — ^Exports  of  tallow  and  greases  from  the  liiited  States 
increased  sharply  in  1959        accomted  for  almost  three-fourths  of  total 
world  trade.    Approximately  80  percent  of  these  shipments  were  inedible 
tallow,  with  hog  grease  making  up  most  of  the  remainder. 

Although  significant  quantities  of  U.S.  tallow  were  exported  to  a  long  list 
of  countries,  Italy,  Japan,  and  the  Netherlands  continued  to  be  the  major 
markets;  collectively,  they  received  55  percent  of  the  1959  U.S.  shipments. 
West  Germany,  Poland,  and  Egypt  also  bought  sizable  quantities. 

The  Netherlands  was  the  principal  destination  of  U.S.  hog  grease,  taking  62 
percent  of  total  exports  in  1959 •    Canada  and  Japan  were  also  good  markets.

Trade  Outside  the  Uhited  States. — Shipments  of  tallov  from  Australia  and 
Nev  Zealand,  the  second  and  third  largest  exporters,  vent  mainly  to  the 
Itoited  Kingdom  and  Japan,  with  smaller  quantities  going  to  the  Uiion  of  South 
Africa  and  the  British  West  Indies.    Canadian  exports  in  1959  were 
substantially  above  those  in  the  3  preceding  yeajrs,  with  the  United  Kingdom 
taking  over  half  of  the  total  tonnage. 

Outlook . — V7orld  tallow  and  grease  production  will  probably  show  a  further 
substantial  rise  in  i960.    U.S.  production  alone  is  expected  to  increase 
almost  300  million  pounds.    Ihe  downtrend  of  recent  years  in  Argentine  output 
may  continue,  but  production  in  V/estem  Europe  and  the  U.S.S.R.  is  expected
